They were ordered to arrest the Rus- 
sian Nibillete of the ‘‘Terrorist’’ faction of 
the party residing in Paris, but the other fac- 
tion, the Propagandist, being occupied only 
in writing and circulating Nihilist literature, 
was not to be molested. The captains ar- 
rived at the Prefecture at 11 p. m. and started 
On their errand at 1 o'clock in the morning.

Bull- Fighting in Paris. 


Paris, June 11.—In deferenge to the clamor 
of a certain portion of the Parisien pubile and 
the demands of the Society for the Protection 
of Animals, the Prefect of Police some time 
ago divested the sport of bull-fighting, which 
has become so popular in Paris, of ite bloody 
features by establishing acode of rules ren- 
dering the bails comparatively harmless and 
prohibiting the employment of picadors, 
whose lapce thruste ordinarily enliven the 
spectators and correspondingly depress the 
spirits ofthe bull. Stripped of the elemente 
ot danger, which are the attractive features 
of bull-fighting, the sport became too tame 
even for the tender-hearted Parisians, while 
the Spanish residents of the French capital 
accentuated their disgust by persistent ab- 
sence from the entertainments, aad popular 
clamor was once more sroused demanding 
the restoration of the pleador and the removal 
otjthe safety appliances from the horns of the 
pull. The Prefect of Police bas.again re- 
sponded to the public calland an order was 
issued yesterday permitting the picador to 
resume his functions, though he still besi- 
tates to restore the bull to even terms with 
his adversary by removing the rubber cover- 
ing from his horns. 


Landing Chinamen inthe United States. 


VICTORIA, British Uolumbia, June 11.—The 
little steamer North Star bas been seized by 
Customs Inspector Young on charges of vio- 
lating the Canadian customs act. Oapt. 
Angel Eiffel and Fred Jones are owners of the 
North Star. The. steamer, it ie alleged, bas 
been for the past six months engaged in car- 
rying Chinese from British Oolumpia into 
Washington. The programme has been to 
run out of Victoria at night, land her contra- 
band cargo at some quiet place on the Ameri- 
can shore and at once shoot back into Cana- 
dian waters. The Chinese smuggled out are 
disposed of to Mongolian contractors, who pay 
$20 to $25 apiece for them. The buyers have 
agents at band whereveralanding is made, 
and the Chinese are secreted for two or three 
days and then shipped to Seattle, Portiand or 
California points. The North Star is also ac- 
cused of bringing back American goods and 
landing them along the coast near Victoria, 
and this caused the seizure. It Is also stated 
that she neglected to clear atthe Custom- 
house before departing on some of her noc- 
turnal trips. The owners allege they never 
brought any goods to Victoria, but it is con- 
sidered improbable here that the Canadian 
officials would ald the United States officers. 


Riotous Strikers Dispersed by Troops. 


Vienna, June 1l.—The strikers at Pennisch, 
Slles la, are acting in ariotous manner. They 
attacked the factories yesterday with clubs 
and stones and smashed ali the windows in. 
Several of the factories were otherwise dam- 
aged by the rioters. A numberof the nioters 
were arrested and their comrades assaulted 
the police in their attempts to rescue them. 
The trouble became so serious that the mit- 
tary were called upon and the troops soon 
quelled the rioting. 

The strike of the Bohemian coal miners in 
the district of Pilsen is at an end. The struggle 
lasted twenty-four hours, during which there 
was much rioting, but the strikers were un- 
able to make any headway and finally had to 
succumb to hunger and surrender to the mas- 
ters. The men will resume work onthe old 
terms. 


The Terento Libel Case. 

TORONTO, Ontario, June 11.—At the assizes 
here yesterday the case of the Queen vs. David 
Creighton,'publisher of the Empire of this city, 
for criminally libeling the Toronto Mau in 
accusing it of treason, was brought up for a 
bearing. Counsel for the defendant asked 
that the case be transferred to the next As- 
sizes on the ground that United States Sena- 
tors Hoar, Hale and others were material wit- 
nesses and would not come to Canada, but 
would give evidence in the United States if a 
commission was appointed. Counsel for the 
Mail opposed a postponement, but an order 
thatthe case be carried over to the next Asses 
was finally granted and the case stands ad- 
journed until fall, . 


The Jesuit Awards. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, June l1l.—The Methodist 
Conference, now in session here, has adopted 
a resolution expressing its refusal of any share 
of the $60,000 awarded the Protestgnt denom- 
Inations in Quebec in connection with the 
settlement of the Jesuit estates. This 
action is entirely unexpected and will 
place the Quebec Government: in a 
queer position. Thangh the Jesuits for a 
century bad pressed their claim for compen- 
sation for the confiscation of their property 
by the Crown, no statesman gave it a mo- 
ment’s consideration until Premicr Mercier 
appeared on the scene. The compensation 
awarded amounted to nearly $500,000, of which 
the Catholics received $400,000.

The Bullion Redemption Clause Stricken 
Out—The Dependent Pension Bill Dis- 
cussed—Proposals to Bulla Government 
Cruisers—Missourians at the Capital—To 
Prevent Overflows of the Mississippi— 
Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 11.—The Senate 
Committee on Finance to-day reported back 
tothe Senate the House silver bill with im- 
portant amendments, The provision making 
the certificates to be issued a legal tender is 
struck out; also the provision making the 
certificates redeemable in bullion on demand 
at the option of the Secretary of the Treasury; 
also the section providing that when 
the market price of sliver is $1 for $71.25 grains 
silver it shall be lawful to receive bullion for 
eolnage and purchase of silver bullion shall 
be suspended. A! new provision was added 
limiting the operation of the proposed new 
law to ten years from the date on which it 


takes effect. 

The action of the committee was not unan- 
imous, but the minority wiil make no report, 
reserving to themselves the right of offering 
amendments on the floor of the Senate. The 
striking out of the bullion redemption clause 
was by a practically unanimaus vote. 


Bids te Build Cruisers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 11.—Proposais 
to build the three new vessels provided for by 
Congress, were opened at the Navy Depart- 
ment this morning. A large assemblage of 


naval men were interested spectators and 
manifested considerable vere atthe small 
numberof bids received. here were three 
bidders for the building of armored cruiser 
No. 2, 8,100 tons displacement, the limit for 
which ts $3,500,000. The bias were as follows: 
The Union Iron-works of San Francisco, 
aecording to the department’s plane and 
specifications, 38, 100, 000 and according to 
their own plans $3,000,000. Cramp & Sons of 
Philadeiphia, on department plans, 8, 150, 
000; their own plans, $2,986,000. 

The Risdon Iron and Locomotive Works of 
San Francisco made only one bid—that on the 
department’s plan at $8,450,000. 

Only one bid was received for the building of 
protective cruiser No. 6, the iimit veiling: 
$1,800,000. The Union Iron Works of San 
Francisco propose to build the vessel on the 
department’s plans and specifications for 
$1,796,000 and on their own plan for $1,760,000, 
For the practice vessel, the Government's 
limit for which ts $260,000, two bids were re- 
celved. F. W. Wheeler & Co., West Bay City, 
Mich., will bulld the vessel on the depart- 
ment’s plans for $245,000, and Samuel L. Moore 
Bons & Co., of Elizabeth, N. J., on the de- 
partmient’s plan for $250,000. Neither com- 
pons offered a bid for this vessel on thelr own 
plans. 


Want te Be Ports of Entry. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 11,—Norman 
R.- Smith of Port Townsend, Wash., 
is in the olty to urge the 
passage of the bill to make Seattle and Port 
Angeles sub ports of entry and clearance. 
Mr. Smith says that vessels bound for Victo- 


ria are obliged to go seventy miles out of their 
way to clear Port Townsend, while if Port An- 
goles was a port of entry it would bein their 
line for Victoria, which is only seventeen 
miles across the sound. The bill has passed 
the Senate, and has been reported favorably 
from the House Committee on Commerce, and 
Mr. Smith will endeavor to have it brought 
before the House for passage at an early day. 


Emigrants to Cuba. 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—The Department of 
State has been officially advised by the Span- 
ish Government of a royal deeree, article 14 
of which states that foreigners emigrating to 


the Island of Cuba as colonists or feid- 
workers may introduce into the island with- 
out payment on tariff duties their baggage, 
Implements, etc.; also, two head of cattle, 
horses or mules, and four head of small live 
stock. The sons of emigrants are exempt 
from military service, provided they work 
four years as agricultural laborers.

Condition of Growing Grain 
Indiana and Ohio. 


CHICAGO, III., June 11.—The following re- 
port will appear in this week’s Farmers’ Re- 
view; 

Correspondents scattered throughout III. 
nois, Indianaand Ohle report that the soil 
generally is hardand cioddy. Corn and oats 
are not thriving as they should. In Ohio the 


condition of wheat has visibly improved. No 
particular change in Indiana. Illinois reports 
shown deciine of several points. This isin 
part due to insects. The Hessian fly has dam- 
aged wheat in Christian County 75 per cent; 
in Fulton, 5 to 10 per cent; Mason and Pulaski 
Counties, 20 ~ cent; felds in Madison County 
are said to be full of the fly. In Jack- 
son, Jersey and Wasbington Counties oats are 
said to be severely damaged by the grain 
plant louse. In Indiana, the grain plant louse 
has been working on wheat and oats in Craw- 
fordand Knox Counties, and the latter crop 
is said to be greatly damaged. Ruins continue 
in Michigan and Wisconsin. Corn is late, and 
some farmers have been obliged to replant 
owing to rotting of the seed, but present can- 
ditions are favorable to growth. Oats are in 
fine condition. The condition of wheat has 
improved since last report. In some of the 
counties of Missour! and Kansas local rains 
have falleu suflicient for the present need of 
crops, but in many parts of those 
States oats, wheat and corn are suffer- 
Ing for rain. Reports show a marked decline 
inthe condition of wheat and the average 
condition of oats is very low. In Barry and 
St. Charies Counties, Mo., oats bave been 
seriously injured by the grain plant louse. 

In Nebraska, crop conditions are much the 
same as in Kansas. Where local showers have 
falien, as has been the case in many parts of 
the State, corn is thriving. It is too late, 
however, to repair the damage which the oat 
crop bas sustained by the prolonged drouth. 
In lowa crop conditions are promising, but 
cut worms are doing considerable damage to 
corn. In Minnesotaalso crop conditions are 
favorable.

AVAILABLE CITY ASSETS. 

In his annual report Comptroller 
STEVENSON discusses saveral financial 
questions of importance with which the 
city authorities should deal in a vigorous 
and business-like way. He calls attention 
to the bonded indebtedness of the munici- 
pality which should be reduced in a ayste- 
matic manner, to the necessity of meet- 
ing the cost of erecting the new City Hall 
and of accumulating a fund for the pur- 
chase of the electrio lighting plant at the 
‘expiration of the companies’ franchises. 

The power of settling every one of these 
questions and others of a similar nature 
is in the hands of the Municipal Assem- 
bly. They could have been settled long 
ago had the Assembly treated the bus- 
mess of the city as its members would 
treat their own business. In the priv- 
Ueges and franchises granted lavishly to 
corporations for street railways, gas man- 
ufacture and sale, and other public ser- 
vices, lay the possibility of a splendid 
municipal income, sufficient to meet all 
extra needs and to give a handsome bal- 
ance to be applied to reducing the bur- 
dens of the taxpayers. 

Although many valuable franchises 
have been given away in the past, there is 
yet ample opportunity for a reform which 
will cover eyery point raised by the 
Comptroller and be of incalculable bene- 
fit to the city. If the franchisss asked 
hereafter be treated as available assets to 
be realized upon to the largest extent and 
capital be made to bid for fhem by offer- 
ing the excess of fair remuneration on 
money invested to the city, the treasury 
will not lack for funds for all purposes. 
The city would then be run on business 
principles in the interest of all citizens 
and not for the benefit of a few rich men.

The Mayor declined to state what he thought 
of the chances for confirmation of the person 
he nad selected. 

„Tbe name will be known, he said, “ just 
as soon as it ls read in the Council, and not 
before. There will be no chance of ite getting 
out. 

Tue Mayor’s declination to give out the 
name of his choice before he sends it to the 
Counell is understood to be simply a matter of 
courtesy to that branch of the Assembly.

How the Celenial Law Affects American 
Fisherm 


Rr Telegraph to the Post-DisPeatcn. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass., June 11.—The question 
of procuring a supply of bait from the Glou- 
coester fishing flect is one of prime importance 
and it Is moré or less threatened by the com- 
pileations in Newtoundland. The bait con- 
sists chiefly of fresh herring, and it is 
procured ail‘along the coast from Cape Cod to 
and beyond the coast of Newfoundland. The 
action of the Newfoundland Government in 
| adopting the prosent stringent bait act and 
Its determination to enforce it, as seen in the 
seizure of the Gloucester fishing schooners 
Rapid Transit and Howard Holbrook, has 
been brought about by various causes. 

Ever since the American fisheries attained 
to considerable importance American fishing 
schooners bave procured supplies of herring 
in Newfoundland, where these fish are to be 
had in abundance. 

The business of running cargoes of. New- 
toundland frozen herring to the markets of 
the large cifies In the United States during the 
winter bas assumed large proportions. Later 
in the season the great bank fleet that fishes 
off the Grand and other large banks start. As 
Nova Scotia and Newfoundland are the near- 
est and best sources of bait supply these 
points are made the headquarters for this 
fleet. The appearance of the American fleet 
both in winter and summer has been a God- 
send to the Newfoundland fishermen, who 
have no other way of disposing of their catch 
of fresh herring. 

The French fishermen, stimulated by a 
bounty, have gradually dispossessed the New- 
toundland merchants of their markets. This 
competition could be overcome only in one 
way—by the dispossession of bait. Measures 
were taken by the Newfoundland Government 
todo this, but some of the American and 
Nova Scotia schooners began to run the bait 
to the French fishermen, thereby enabling 
them to secure acatch of codfish. Last year 
under the provisions of the modus rvivendl, 
American fishermen, by payin« $1 a ton, 
could secure allthe bait they wanted. This 
year, by the stringent bait act of Newfound- 
land, an outside vessel is limited to one bar- 
rel of bait forevery ton of her measurement 
and the license, costing $1 per ton, is good 
only for twenty-one days. As a fishing 
schooner baits four ar five times a trip the 
cost makes this bait act proh bittve. 

There are two points, however, where the 
American fishermen are allowed by existing 
treaties to secure a — „ of bait without 
restrictions. These are in the Magdalen 
Islands and on the westera coast of New- 
foundiand. The bank codfishing fleet have 
availed themselves of the privileges of bait- 
inginthe Magdalen Islands, and some very 
large catches of codfish have been secured o 
Scoterie this season. Others have secured 
baiton the western coast of Newfoundland, 
but at Fortune and Placentia Bay, which ta 
much more convenient to the fleet, they are 
debarred by the provisions of the present bait 
act. 4 

The feeling among the fishing vessel owpers 
there is that the cupiaity of a few captains in 
sinuggling dalt to the French has resulted in a 
serious set back to the American fisheries, 
and itis likely that ana effort will be made to 
restore the old order ot things. The New- 
foundiand people are perfectiy willing to 
supply Americans with bait, but they objectto 
the latter selling it to the French.

THE TRAIN DISPATCHERS. 


Proceedings of the Men Who Mold Human 
Lives in Their Hands. 


The Train Dispatchers’ Association of 
America opened its second day’s session at 
the Odd Fellows’ Hall this morning with an 
increased attendance. After completing the 
work of balloting for members, the conven- 
tion yesterday afternoon took up the reading 
of the report of the Committee on Train 
Rules. When the Convention met 


this morning they commenced the dlécussion 
of the committee’s report, and considered it 
section by section. The report was very long, 
and the entire morning session was given 
overtoit. The convention will scarcely get 
through with its consideration to-day. Each 
amendment offered in the rules was freely 
discussed before it was put to a final vote. 
The men who compose the convention 
hold the lives of thousands of people 
in thelr hands, and ln making rules they have 
to be extremely careful to see that every pre- 
caution is taken to prevent accidents and loss 
oftife. No class of wen have more response 
bility on their shoulders, and they fully real - 
ize this fact. The first three amendments of- 
fered by the committee were passed without 
alteration. One was to prevent a new train 
being run until the time table bearing its 
number had been issued, as accidents 
might otherwise occur through some mis- 
construction of the running of the train. It 
was also ordered that the attention of train- 
hands de called to where trains meet or pass 
by smali type in the time-table, giving the 
number of the train or trains to be metor 
passed. A rule concerning the right of way 
ofidisabled trains was referred back to the com- 
mittee to be made more explicit. The committee 
also ordered the spelling out of figures after 
sending the numbers themselves. Such a rule 
asthis would have prevented the accident 
which occurred on the Wabash road Monday. 

The delegates will spend part ofthe day in 
pleasure-seeking and they expect to finish 
their business to-morrow.
